Bervices of Thanksgiving in the 
Churches To-Day.

A Festival That is Growing Into Observance-- 
Amusements To-Night. 


Thanksgiving Day with all its manifold 
luggage of mince pies, cherry bounce, plum 
dding, good wishes and general good feel- 

is now camping out over St. Louis. The 
Individual going home on the street cars last 
night, even had he just dropped out of the 
moon, must. by the bearing and the burdens 
of the people, have apprehended that a 
genera] festival impended. The decapita- 
tion of turkeys must have been enormous. 
Every rude white citizen that was able to 
tarry one home had a beheaded 
specimen of the meleagris gallopova in the 
basket at his feet, and the balance of the 
people had them sent home from the 
putchers’ in vans. To-day a Sabbath-like 
stillness hangs over the whole town. The 
banks, stores and offices are ail closed, loose 
clerks and unattached business men were in 
the early hours waiting languidly about the 
West End shaving saloons for the magic 
“Next.” j$$There seemed to be no 
bustle and no hurrying anywhere. 
The people who were coming down town 
came in a leisurely, procrastinating way, as 
though thoroughly aware that schoo] did not 
keep to-day. The day certainly was more 
generally observed than for years past. 
Thanksgiving Day south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line is a festival which has had to 
grow into favor, but it isgetting more popu- 
lar than ever. Never has there been such 
8 general closing of the stores, or such a 
general opening of the churches, The peo- 
ple seem to have finally come to the conclu- 
sion that they have something tobe thank- 
ful for, in the shape of abundant harvests. 
and general prosperity, and they are anxious 
to put their gratitude for the blessings of 
the year into visible shape. Accordingly the 


thurches when they opened were filled 
with large audiences thoroughly in symnathv 
with the day and its meaning. Like Christ- 
mas tide, Thanksgiving is a genial feast day, 
and it was this feature that the churches 
brought forward and the ministers insisted 
upon in their discourses. The message of 
peace on earth to men of good will was told 
temper of every creed, and 
who visited the churches 
that the seed was falling 
on fallow ground. Another feature of the 
fay, whic marks it in a peculiar manner, is 
the anxiety which everybody is displaying to 
have everybody else come and take diner 
withthem. The heartiest kind of invitations 
are fiving over the city in every direction, 
and it does the journalistic cynic good 
to stand on a street corner or ina street car 
and hear the voiced kindliness with which 
the very air of the town is magnetised. 
Origin of the Day. 
_ The fact that this is Thanksgiving Day 
need not be stated. The deserted streets, the 
closed courts, exchanges and public build- 
ings, the cessation of business of all kinds 
and the crowded congregations at all the 
churches indicate that the holiday is 
being well respected and faithfully observed. 
No parade or display of any kind is being 
made. The accepted fashion seems to be 
that each man should leave his usuai avoca- 
tion, retire to the bosom of his family and 
then give himself up to areal, merry time 
and good living generally. The holiday is es- 
sentially an American institution. It is sin- 
gular, however, that, although its origin 


foes not date back more than two centuries | 


and a half, historians have been put to the 


reatest trouble to ascertain how it began. 
ne thing, however, is pretty certain, and 
thatis that Thanksgiving Day is not of 
Yankee origin, as is generally supposed. 
Butler, the author of Hudibras, speaks of 
“Thanksgiving among the Chickens,”’ and 
in Elizabeth’s time it Was expressly ordered 
that ‘‘No servile work shall be done on the 
day of Thanksgiving,” Although Tnanks- 
giving is popularly supposed to have been 
established first at Plymouth, Massachusetts, 
historians have concluded that the early 
settlers came over with a traditional! 
respect for the day in England. 
The earliest Thanksgiving known was held 
by Popham Colonists, Church of England 
men, who landed on August 9, 1697, old stvle, 
at Monhegan, near the Kennebec. Under a 
high tree, the colonists listened to a sermon 
by Chaplain Seymour, “Gyving God thanks 
for our happy meetinge and saffe aryvall into 
the Contry.” 

At Plymouth, in 1621, the autumn after the 
arrival, a notable thanksgiving was held. 
The harvest being gathered, the governur 
“sent four men on fowling, that so we might, 
after a special manner, rejoice together,.’’ and 
the traditional turkey was added to the 
abundant venison, The people gave them- 
selves up to recreation, and the great chief, 
Massasoit, was feasted for three days with 
his 9% swarthy retainers. Possiby, on this 
first Plymouth Thanksgiving, there was car- 
ousing while there is not the slightest indica- 
tion of any religions observance. Massasoit 
and the braves, enjoyed it all greatly, as the 
thanksgiving {dea was entertained by the 
Indians before their contact with whites. and 
tn their celebrations there Was much excess. 
In 1622 there is no mention of ‘|} :onksgiving, 
but in 1623 a day was kept: » in the au- 
tumn, as a harvest festival, but iu July, upon 
the arrival of some provisions. After this, 
nothing is heard of Lhanksgiving at Ply. 
mouth for nearly haifacentury. So far as 
the colonial records go they indicate that tne 
day did not finda revival until 166%, when 
there was some kind of a Thanksgiving. 
Again, June 27, 1669, there wasa Thankgiv- 
ing for the accession of William and Mary. 
In 1690 an eutumnal Thanksgiving was held, 
andthe next year Plymouth colony was 
merged in Massachusetts, and so passes out 
of the story. 

In the Massachusetts} Colony the first 
Thanksei: ing was held at Boston, July 3d, 
| ~ Dour! ad no reference to harvests. In 

Ctoly. tol, there was another Thankagiv- 
ine tot the safe arrival of “Mrs. Winthrop 
arsi her children.” During the following 
year there were Thanksgivings for the vic- 
tories in the Palatinate, for the victory over 
the Pequots, for the safe arrival of ships 
with provisions and for abundant harvests. 
In 1623 a day of prayer and fasting was pro- 
claimed, because the people were suffering 
from drought. The rain came while the peo- 
ple were praying, and immediately a Thanks- 
giving was set and duly observed. In 1661, 
again, a day of ‘Thanksgiving was kept as a 
return for “stopping the bottles of heaven 
and restraining the excessive rains.”’ 

From this period until the Revolution, a 
Thauksgiving of some kind occurred in Mas- 
sachusetts every vear and in 1742 two of 
them were observed, as the records plainly 
show, In some of the other colonies, occa- 
sional days of this kind were celebrated. In 
Connecticut fast days trequently followed 
the festivals of good cheer, possibly for hy- 
gienic reasons. The early Dutch settlers 
— to have had singular ideas regarding 

sgiving days. In 1644 the New York- 
ers marched to Greenwich, Conn., and shot 


or burned alive 500 or 600 Indians, includin 
women and children. They then march 
back to New York and sat down to a thanks- 
giving dinner. 

During the Revolution, Thanksgiving Day 
was 2 national institution, being annually 
recommended by Congress, but after the gen- 
eral thanksgiving for peace in 1754, there was 
no national appointment until 1759, when 
President Washington, by request of Con- 

ress, recommended a day of thanksgiving 
for the adoption of the Constitution. The 
prayer book of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, ratified in the same year, recom- 
mends fora day of thanksgiving the trst 
Thursday in November, unless another day 
be appointed by the civil authorities. Cus- 
has finally fixed the day for the last Thurs- 
day in November. , : 

The President’s proclamations} declaring 
Thanksgiving Day a national holiday were 
in Washington’s time and in that of the 
earlier Presidents reissued by the Govern- 
ors of the different States, just as is the cus- 
tom in our own time. The day was regularly 
recommended by the Governor of New Yor 
in 1817. Its adoption in the 
Southern States was much later. 
In 1855. Gov. Johnson, of Virginia, 
recommended a day of Thanksgiving, but in 
1857 Gov. Wise, of the same State, declined 
to do so, because he felt ‘“‘unauthorized to in- 
terfere in religious matters.”” A Governor of 
Texas did the same thing a few years ago. A 
national proclamation has been the custom 


since 1864. 3 

It will be seen that the festival 
is probably an imported one, but 
that it has been maintained with much regu- 
larity all along. It has now become the lead- 
ing national holiday andis observed by all 
classes, even those who know nothing, or 
care less, about its origin.

In the Churches. 

In all the churches there are special ser- 
vices of thanksgiving to-day, in compliance 
with the proclamation of the Government 
and with the natural thankfulness of a peo- 
ple who have almost closed a happy and 
prosperous year. 

THE EPISCOPALIANS. 

At the different Episcopal Churches this 
morning the services in honor of St. Andrew, 
one of the honored martyrs of the church, 
began the day. At Trinity Church, Eleventh 
street and Washington avenue, especially, 
the Saint’s anniversary was solemnized by 
appropriate commemoration. The Thanks- 
giving services of the Episcopal Chnreh 
were made in unison at Christ 
Church on Thirteenth and Locust streets, be- 
ginning at 11 o’clock. The altar was beauti- 
fully decorated by the ladies of the parish, 
and the edifice was filled with an attentive 
congregation. Arnage 0s | at 11 o’clock Dr. 
Sehuyler, Dr. Betts and Dr. Sylvester came 
out into the sanctuary and the organ began 
to peal. The choristers lifted up a song 
of praise and the beautiful Thanksgiving 
services of the Episcopal Church were begun. 
There is in the ritual of this denomination an 
especial service for thanks to the Lord for 
bountiful harvests and worldly goods, and it 
is this liturgy which was used to-day. Bishop 
Robertson preached the sermon, and all of 
those who heard the discourse pronounced it 
one of the finest which this eloquent and 
pious prelate has ever delivered. Beyond 
the liturgy of thanksgiving and the 
Bishon’s serinon the services did 
not differ materially from those offered 
up every Sunday in the churches of this de- 
nomination. : 

A large congregation attended divine ser- 
vice at St. Georges’s Episcopal Church, Chest- 
nut street and Beaumontavenue this morning. 
Dr. Fulton preached an elegant sermon from 
the Gospel of St. Matthew: **] say unto you, 
love your enemy.” 

THE HEBREWS. 

The Hebrew synagogues to-day joined ina 
Union service at the Bnai El Synagogue, on 
Eleventh and Chouteau avenue. There was 
represented the congregations from Seven- 
teenth and Pine, ‘Twenty-first and 
Olive and the Bnai El people.

A NEEDED OFFICER. 


How the Sick and Destitute are 
Neglected by the City. 


An Explanation of the Number of Deaths 
Without Attendance. 


A pertinent inquiry from a woman, sign- 
ing herself “A Distressed Widow,” was pub- 
lished in a morning paper afew days ago, 
asking if no provision was made to furnish 
the poor with medical attendance. Speaking 
of this a well-known physician, whose prac- 
tice includes all classes, said: *“The Board of 
Health have an enormous and inhuman 
idea of economy. About 18 months ago it was 
determined to abolish the drug-store then 
attached to the City Dispensary. Dr. Tom 
Robinson at the same time handed in his res- 
ignation and since then only two physicians 
bave been on the pay roll of the department. 
One is assigned to night duty and ‘the other 
to day duty at the City Hall. Dr. Carson, 
who is on duty during the day, attends to the 


‘City Jail and police prisoners and insane 


persons, and I believe also looks into the 
eases of contagious diseases discov- 
ered about the city. Dr. Dor- 
sett, the other physician, 1s kept 
at the Dispensary. Now, this arrangement 
does not provide for any attention for the 
destitute sick, which is, in my opinion, @ 
great mistake.” Ab iste 

‘‘How do the poor receive attention ‘ 

“Well, the plan of the Board of Health 
banks on the charity of physicians, and 
supposes they will attend to such cases. 
There never was a physician, who, on gradu- 
ating, did not receive the admonition to re 
lieve the poor, etc., but thatis all good enough 
in its way. a poor person is sick 
in the same block where a_ physicians 
office is located or where his patients reside 
he must attend to these cases. But no physi- 
cian will persuade himself into treating poor 
patients when it interferes with his paying 
practice. Now this is the position of the 
destitute sick in this city and this is the rea- 
son why the Coroner has so many cases of 
death without medical attendance. Ifa sick 
person is able to visit the Dispensary, the 
physician-will prescribe for them or will send 
the patient to the hospital. Many could be 
provided for at home and could easily pro- 
cure medicine if they received treatment at 
home. Nearly all druggists will fill these 
verscription for cost or a very small profit, 
but because the Buard of Health thinks it 
economy to save the salary of a physician all 
such cases as apply at the Dispensary must be 
sent to the City Hospital, which is much 
more expensive than the plan under 
which these cases were formerly treated. It 
strikes m thatit would bea saving to the 
citizens to pay a physician or extend the 
duties of those already in tbe employ of the 
board, so as to have these poor persons re- 
ceive the proper medical attendance at their 
homes. In addition to the economical phases 
of this matter it is considerably more 
humane, and would certainly decrease 
the number of deaths labeled ‘Without 
medical attendance’ which, to my mind, car- 
ries a certain idea of unchristian-like con- 
duct on the part of somebody.”

THE NOVEMBER DEAL. 
A Probability that it Will be Amicably 
Settled. 


Thanksgiving Day was generally well ob- 
served by the Exchange members. It is 
usual on any day the Exchange is closed, 
except, of course, on a Sunday, for a crowd 
of the members to assemble in the halls or 
down-stairs corridors of the Chamber of 
Commerce, there to discuss the markets and 
other subjects of interest to commercial men. 
But to-day there were comparatively few 
around the building. ~in the Culver Com- 
mission Co.’s office, perhaps a dozen grain 


men assembled this forenoon. There was 
no attempt at business, except a fee- 
ble effort to sell year corn at i4%e 
that resulted in nothing. The subject of 
conversation was the November corn deal. 
It was pretty generally believed that there 
would be no arbitration of the deal, though 
there is a large amount yet unsettled. The 
amount defaulted upon was 670,000 bushels, 
but of this amount 120,000 bushels will be 
settled up to-morrow, as Chadboume & Fors- 
ter, the firm owning this amount, gave notice 
late yesterday that they wouldsettle, having 
received the consent of their customers, for 
whom they were short, todo so. The firm 
upon which almost the entire settlement of 
the deal depends is Connor Bros., who are 
acting under instructions from the custom- 
ers for whom they have it sold. If 
Connor Bros. settle, it 18 claimed that the 
few others holding out will also accept the 
long’s terms, besides letting out a consider- 
abie number of parties who are in the gap 
between contracts. It seems to be the gener- 
al belief that even if the case is arbitrated 
that the shorts would receive the worst of it, 
as itis thought that the sympathy of the 
floor is so strongly with the longs that no 
committee could be found who would place 
the settling price below 68 cents, and there 
would be a probability that the committee 
would add five per cent damages to the seli- 
ing price. ‘This would bring the price up to 
near 71% cents. The longs will not press the 
ease — the shorts, but will give them 
some little time in which to change their 
minds, if they will, to accept the inevitable, 
but if the shorts continue to adhere to their 
resolution of not settling, the longs will con- 
— case with them and make a strong 
fight.

Suggestions of a Few Things that Any 
Clever Person May Manufacture.

If a present is needed for a gentleman 
there is a novelty in shaving cases, in round 
cardboard sides, which can be hand-painted 
or decorated, edged with lace or gimp and 
mounted upon a gilded stock, the eflect being 
both novel and pretty. So. too, are little 
shaving mats, of Japanese canvas, embroid- 
ered in silks. The latest novelty in mats is 
that known as the “pond lily mat,”’ which is 
very easily made of colured tissue paper, and 
is admirably adapted asa lamp mat. Ditfer- 
ent shades of green and yellow tissue paper 
are selected, which are cut out in the 
shape of a pond lily in graduated sizes, the 
largest forming the foundation and the re- 
mainder a: placed successively one upon 
the other. ‘The leaves are easily curled with 
the fingers, and the result is very pretty. 

A pretty present fora lady is a dressing 
gown, slippers and combing jacket, al! en 
suite, ae blue silesia. Cutcretonne roses 
vutasa border and appliqué on with silk.

Theshapeshould be cut at first in 
paper, then of the silesia and lining; next 
appliqué the flowers on and then sew on to 
the cork soies. A sachet for night dress is 
also pretty, cutin the form of a large en- 
velope, with a cluster of flowers below the 
flap and a smaller one above. This work will 
be found very: fascinating and quite worth 
the time and labor bestowed on it. 

A lovely cuff and collar box, either for the 
use Ola lady or gentieman, can be made by 
taking for the foundation a square box made 
of heavy card board or thin wood. and this 
smoothly covered on the outside with velvet, 
plush or satin of any preferred hue.

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PARENT AND CHILD. 


How to Find the Special Aptitude of a 
Child and Develop It. 
From the New York Herald. 


Many persons stood up during Professor 
Adler’s lecture in Chickering Hall vesterday 
morning, so large was the attendance. The 
subject of the address was “The duty of 
parents toward their children.’’ The Pro- 

essor said: The happiness of life, the 
source of sweetest enjoyment, the fountain 
of constant rejuvenation to their parents are 
children. But children also burden you 
with your heaviest cares, your heaviest 
responsibility. Blessed shall we call 
the Somgpecee f that will throw light 
upon this great problem of the rearing of 
children. look to the religion of reason. for 
guidance in this matter. If it be a deeply 
true religion the fact will show itself in the 
new hep it must afford us in the solution of 
the problems of life. ‘By their fruits ye 
shall) know them,” and here to-day we brin 
a test question to the religion of reason ant 
ask what it has to say on the question of edu- 
eating the hitnan offspring. It has a clear 
utterance upon the subject. The religion of 
reason tells us that all men and all women, 
and so, too, the youngest of the human spe- 
cles are outcomes of the fOniversal reason— 
vehicles in each of which a new manifesta- 
tion of the universal! reason is offered to the 
world. 

Inthe olden time the relation between 
father and child was such that we shudder 
when we think of it. A Roman father could 
beat his child till the blood flowed down its 
back and none could question his right to do 
so. He could seize all the earnings of his 
children and live a life of idleness. [nm mad- 
ern times these savaye views have vanished, 
and civilized mankind will no longer tolerate 
the idea that parents have proprietary rights 
over their children. Yet the principle still 
eyists and leads to frequent cruelty. Your 
child is not yonr child in the sense which it 
is commonly understood to be. It is 
not only connected with your life but with 
an older and wider life back of yours. The 
child is not only the outgrowth of its father’s 
and mother’s life, but it -is the latest mani- 
festation of a larger and wider life which 
circles through the arteries of society. A 
recognition of these facts will lead to the 
conclusion that your child is nota gift, but 
merely aloanto you. We are to consider 
that each child has a significance of its own, 
different from anything that ever before ex- 
isted, and our duty is to bring out that signi- 
ficance. However necessary it may be in 
this work-a-dav world to equip those who 
are to be workers with practical knowledge 
adequate to their careers, and however wise 
itmay bé that we should be taught in this 
vyorid, so full of gloom and shadow, 
to pluck from the utmost verge of the 
precipice of care the fragile but beauti- 
ful flower of joy, still there are deeper needs 
in the human heart than those of work, there 
isa deeper power latent in the sou! of your 
child that wishes to reveal itself toa w onder- 
ing world if you will only permitit. Iti- 
our privilege, our duty to bring out the 
unique virtues of our children, which have 
never revealed themselves in che same wav 
before. As there are notwo human faces 
alike, so there are no two homan souls alike. 
If men would only remember that. then the 
task of education would be started in the 
right direction. We must study our children 
so we may know them; we must observe their 
capacities and help to develop them. 

The introduction of technical and art edu- 
cation into our schools is regarded by many 
as if it were of benefit merely to the working 
classes, as if it were only a means of creating 
skill that will secure better pay in later life 
or of taste in the workman that can also be 
coined into money. But its true value is that 
it tests, that it probes human nature froma 
new direction. Its value would be greatif 
introduced into the school for the richest as 
well as the school for the poorest. Let the 
children test their powers in various ways. 
Letthem not only readand write and calcu- 
late, but let them try to draw—let them try 
music. Let them acquaint themselves with 
the elements at least of the sciences: and not 
from text-books, but in an experimental way 
let all learn the use of tools—all, lsay, no mat 
ter whether they willever becalled in after life 
to handle them practically or not. lf we thus 
extend toour children opportunitesin various 
wavs we shall discover wherein their true 
aptitudes lie, and then we can watch over 
them to obtain their perfect development. 
The choice of an avocation in life should be 
regulated by the same consideration of natural 
fitness. 

The moral independence of children should 
also be respected. Parents should so train, 
and, when necessary, so punish a child that 
the reason of the child itself would approve 
of that action if it were mature. If parents 
would always ask themselves this question, 
“Wouldthe reason of my chila. supposing it 
could see what was best for it, approve of 
what lam doing?’ then they could never 
go wrong. You must train yourself in order 
to train your children. Oh, fathers and 
mothers! be ye considerate toward one an- 
other in your daily lives and you will not 
need to teach one nny i of love to your lit- 
ile ones. They have keen eyes, these chil- 
dren. Nature has gifted them with the 
power of penetrating all veils and masks and 
of tearing aside all dissimulation. You must 
be genuine, wholly genuine, in the presence 
of these argus-eyed judges. 

I am one of those who believein the grand- 
eur of the results that will come of aright 
education. I am one of those who believe 
that the promise of humanity has not yet be- 
gun to be realized; that as yet we have had 
only great triumphs of the physical and 
mental ferces of mankind, but that the tri- 
umphs of the now slumbering moral force are 
yet to come, and that when they do they will 
eclipse all that the world has ever seen. 


American Judgments of Langtry. 
From the London Standard. 

The criticisms passed by the leading jour. 
nals of New York on Mrs. Langtry’s imper- 
sonation of Rosalind, as telegraphed to us 
yesterday by our correspondent in that city, 
will probably strike people on this side of the 
Atlantic, who have grown accustomed to hear 
theatrical critics “just hint a fault and hesi- 
tate dislike,” as being admirably candid and 
outspoken. One journal plainly affirms that 
a weaker performance was never seen. An- 
other declares that it is more imperfect even 
than the most friendly spectator could have 
imagined possible. A third newspaper de- 
scribes itas “hopelessly incompetent” and 
“exasperating,” while, finally,a yet more 
candid critic pronounces it to be wanting 
alike in genuineness, versatility and bril- 
liance,and to be at once mechanical and man- 
nered. “Hester showed the actress to be 
without talent, and Rosalind without prom- 
ise.” Obviously, whether the judgments thus 
severely formulated be correct or not, there 
is here no mincing matters, no ambigu- 
ity in the censure, no hesitation in the 
verdict. We have astrong idea that a great 
many persons wh have never been to Amer- 
ica, but who saw Mrs. Langtry on the stage 
betore she went there, would be nnable to 
deny that they feel there is su! stantial truth 
in this merciless condemnation. Yet did 
they ever utter it themselves Y On the con- 
trary, when this mere novice appeared on the 
boards of one of the most celebrated theaters 
in parts that ought to be attempted only by 
an expert, were they not among the first either 
to suggest that her acting Was marvelously 
good, “considering the circumstances, or to 
deprecate the application,in this particular in 
stance, of the ordinary canons olf criticism 
and the ordinary scales of praise and blame: 
if any one takes the trouble to turn to the 
tiles of mostof the London newspapers at 
the time that Mrs. Langtry appeared among 
us inthe character of an actress, they will 
tind that the crities either discovered in her 
a rare aptitude for the stage, or suggested 
their doubts upon the subject In 50 ambiu- 
ashion that the person 
eriticised might easily persuade herself that 
she only or mee: a little practice to er 
one of the great mimetic artists 0 
the age.

DARLING NELLIE GRAY. 


An Almost Forgotten Melody Recalled 
by a Southern Writer. 
Memphis Correspondence Chicago News. 


There are few persons in the South who 
have not heard and admired that charming 
negro melody, “Darling Nellie Gray,” and at 
one time it stood in the same rank with “Old 
Kentucky Home,” “The Old Folks at Home”’ 
and others of that class. It is less known 
now,,but in certain Southern sections “Nellie 
“Gray is as household words, and in every list 
of plantation songs it has an honored place, 
But to come tomy story. I was talking the 
other day to a musically-inclined gentieman, 
whose practice on a violin in a room near my 
own keeps me constantly striving to be a 
Christian and not to do anything of a riotous 
or violent uature, when we mentioned the old 
song incidentally, and he told me the author 
was his cousin and that it and its author had 
a little history. 

rhe song-writer was B. R. Hanby of Wes- 
terviile, Olie, who was also a painter, a 
musician and a poet. When he was about 20 
years of age he sometimes jotted down melo- 
(lies Which struck him, and on one occasion 
the notes of “Nellie Gray’’ went on paper. 
and he afterward wrote the words. e had 
never published any music, and this was put 
aside where he could useitas the fancy 
struck him. 

One night at a little company at his home, 
the song, among otiers, was sung, and a gen- 
tleman present, being struck by the air, 
made some inquiry aboutit, and the facts 
were given him. He at once asked the young 
com pose #w hat it was worth, and Mr. Hanby, 
not being posted, put the figure at $5, and the 
trade was made. The new owner set about 
having it published. and when it appeared it 
struck the popular taste, and over 200,000 
copies were sold. Another case of the history 
of composers repeating itself, or rather of 
one story, with the. names changed, being 
narrated of many.

INTERESTING LITIGATION, 

It is announced that the Attorney-General 
vf New York has, at the instance of Jay 
GouLnp, decided to commence an action to 
vacate the charter of the Mutual Union Tel. 
egraph Company on the ground that all the 
capital stock of the company has been issued 
in \iolation of law, for no consideration but 
the construction contract, thus leaving the 
company with no body, no stock but a void 
issue, and no thread of life as a corporation 
except a voidable charter. 

If Mr.Gou.p sneceeds in demolishing a 
corporation for iilegally issuing or diluting 
stock, he will appear in an entirely new réle. 
Ho has made his pile by that sort of legerde-

main, and is throwing stones when he has 
on his hands quite a number of glass houses, 
as ftail probably as that of the Mutual 
Union. If the latter forfeits its charter 
by violating a statute of New York, 
what is to become of the tw0 corpora- 
tions that have nade Mr. GouLD president 
and chief manager of two parallel and com- 
peting roads in Missouri, in violation of both 
the statutes and .the Constitution of the 
State? The three Judges of the New York 
Superior Court have unanimously decided 
that the stock transaction by which the 
Western Union, the American Union and 
‘the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Com- 
panies were consolidated under his control 
was illegal and void. The illegal stock man- 
ipulation of the Mutual Union suited him 
exactly while he supposed he was about to 
capture it. In striving to wreck it because 
it has slipped through his fingers, he may 
be fooling witha boomerang. This falling 
out among corporation rogues may teach the 
honest public how to getits dues and en- 
force itsrights, and Mr. GOULD may come 
out of this legal eoutest shorn of oppor- 
tunities which he has worked most profit- 
ably in the past without the sanction of law. 

Any litigation developing the latent pow- 
er of the law to curtail the tricks 
and opportunities of corporate manage- 
ment to make capital out of the public will 
tend to teach the latter how to protect itself. 
A recent litigation made the people aware of 
the fact that the Standard Oil Company has 
made over $80,000,000 in the last ten years on 
a trifling investment by evading statutes and 
taxes. Another litigation disclosed how the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company evaded Jaws 
and taxes and distributed among its stock- 
|holders surplus earnings greater than its 
capital, without declaring dividends, by the 
simple trick of buying from them its own 
stock at $265 and selling it back to them at 
£100. The corporation managers have been 
permitted to do this sort of thing unmolested 
Common people have been 
afraid to go to law with them. Since they 
have begun to invoke the law against one 
another, they are providing the public with 
a good deal of valuable information which 
will probably be used with some effect here- 
both in our courts and legislative

pie willonly laugh at the force.

This is the Congres- 
sional Committee, a body 
which the Republican’ senti-

Th chairman of that 
committee is a leading Republican ; he is also 
a member of the Republican House Commit- 
tee on Civil Service Reform, his name is JAY

A PHILADELPHIA court has just delivered 
a decision which compels drinking saloons to 
dispense with all attractions in the nature of 
theatrical amusement and rely entirely ov 
their beverages to bring their customers. A 
statute of May 31, 1881, enacts that “No 
license for the sale of vinous, spirituous, 
malt or brewed liquors, or any admixtures 
thereof, in any quantity, shail be granted to 
the proprietors, lessees, keepers or man- 
agers of any theater, circus, museum or 
other place of anusement, nor 
shall any house be licensed for the sale of 
such liquors or any of them or any admixt- 
ure thereof which has passage or commuani- 
cation to or with any theater, circus, muse- 
um or other place of amusement, and any 
license granted contrary to this act shall be 
nulland void.” Of course there were num- 
erous attempts to evade the operations of 
this law, and in some cases they were so in- 
genious that influential proprietors of amuse- 
ments run in connection with saloons easily 
persuaded the City Commissioners to grant 
them licenses in spite of the law. A 
Law and Order Society protested in 
vain, and the courts were appealed to 
for a revocation of such licenses. The decis-

The answer of Mr. Turner, the Street 
Commissioner, was favorabdle—“The grading 
would be attended to forthwith”. Months passsed 


and Mr, Turner failed to carry out his promise. 
Another petition was sent in, and ayain Mr. Tur. 
ner assured the petitioners that the grade from 
“Grand to Prairie avenue” would be made at 
once. his was some twelve or cightcen months 
ago. Meanwhile residences, numbering nearly fif- 
ty, were erected on Cook avenue, many of them 
fine stone fronts, costing thousands of dollars, 
which bring the city increased revenue from tax- 
ation amounting to perhaps $10,000. 
titions powerless to move Mr Turnertodo his 
plain duty to grade this avenue, the Cook Avenne 
liprovement Association was formed. Just thir k 
of it, tax-payers. here is a street on the map only, 
on either side of which are commanding structures 
and vacant lots, the least value per foot of which 
is not under $40.and the street Commissioner 
stubbornly refuses to recommend the city to 
expend only $1,700for the grading. The me. 
ment the avenue is graded the owners of abutting 
property propose to make a fine street at their 
own expense. Several splendid buildings will go 
up at onee, and the increase in the revenue of the 
city will be materially advanced. Mr. Turner’s 
excuse for not = this street, “No money tn 
the treasury,” is met by Mr. Adreon, the Comp- 
troller, who says, “There is money in the treasury 
for the purpose of ‘grading Cook avenue.” The 
question arises, Can Mayor Ewing permit one. of 
his subordinates to retard the growth of the city 
und prevent citizens and property-owners from 
investing their capital in furthering the improve 
ment of the city?

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THE DEATH OF MORGAN. 


An Extract From Thurlow Weed’s 
Dying Affidavit. 


——_ 


The Secret That He Retained Inviolate for 
Half a Century. 


From the New York Sun. 

In 1831, after my reinoval from Rochester 
to Albany, a libel suit was commenced 
against ine by Gen. Goula, of Rochester. 
was tried at Albany, Judge James Vander- 
poel presiding. The libel charged Gen. Gould 
with giving money he received from the 


Smith and John Whitney to escape from 
justice. Gerrit L. Dox, treasurer of the 
Grand Chapter, and John Whitney, one of 
the recipients of uhe money. were in court to 
establish the truth of the libel, Mr. Dox tes- 
tified thata “charity fund’? had been in- 
trusted to Gen. Goula. John Whitney was 
called to reve that he received a part of the 
fund, with which, in company with Burrage 
Smith, he left Kochester and was -absent 
nearly a year. Gen. Gould’s coun 
sel objected to witnesses testi- 
mony until it had = been shown 
that Gen. Gould knew that the money fur- 
nished was to enable Smith and Whitney to 
escape from justice. The court sustained 
this objection, and Whitney’s testimony was 
excluded. As it was impossible to prove what 
was known only to Gen. Gould himself, the 
trial ended abruptly. Judge Vanderpoel, in 
charging the jury, dweit at length upon the 
licentiousness of the press, and called upon 
the jury to give exempiary daniages to the in- 
jured and innocent piaintiff. The jury, thus 
instructed, but with evident reiuctance, 
found a verdictof $40u against me. My of- 
fence consisted in asserting a fact, the exact 
truth of which would have beeu estabiixhed 
if the testimony had not been ruled out bya 
monstrous perversion of justice. 

Col. Stmeou B. Jewett, of Clarkson, Maj. 
Samuel Barton,of Lewiston, and John Whit- 
ney of Rochester, passed that evening at my 
house. Jewett was prepared to testify that 
he furnished a carriage for those who were 
conveying Morgan secretly from Canandai- 
gua to Niagara. | John Whitney was one 
of the party. Maj. Barton would have 
testiried that he furnished the carriage which 
conveyed the party from Lewiston to Fort 
Niagara, John Whitney being one of that 
owt Whitney weal have sworn that 
Gould supplied money to enable him to ‘“‘es- 
cape from justice.”” In the course of the 
evening, the Morgan aflair being the princi- 
pal topic of conversation, Col. Jewett lureed 
to Whitney with emphas.s and said: “Jolin, 
whai if you make a clean breastof it.” 
Whitney looked inquiringly at Barton, who 
added: “Go ahead.” 

Whitney then related in desail the history 
of Morgan’s abduction and tate. ‘The ideavuf 
suppressing Morgan’s intended exposure of 
the secrets of Masoury was first suggested by 
aman by the name of Jolins. It was dis 
cussed in ludzes at Batavia, Le Roy and 
Rochester. Johns suggested that Morgan 
should be separated frou: Miller and placed 
on a farm in Canada West. For this purpose 
he was taken to Niagara and piaced in the 
inagazine of the fort until arrangements for 
setting himin Canada were cotpleted, but 
the Canadian Masons disappointed thei.

Utica is naturally the center of this hop 
region,and Waterville, Oneida, Cooperstown, 
ain! Oneonta are also important markets. In 
Utica are found, perhaps, the largest dealers, 
with one or two exceptions, in the country. 
rhis vear the price started at fifty cents, and 
gradually inereased «until eighty cents was 
offered, and then a jump was made w$1. At 
present the market is comparatively dull and 
inactive. There are very few good hops left 
in the hands of growers, and those who 
have “held on” are disposed to talk of a 
great advance in the near future. A little 
excitement was caused the other day by a 
heavy decline in price, the market touching 
ninety cents.

While witnessing her performance of Ros- 
alind. in “*As You Like It,” last night. I was 
astonished at its utter want of merit. A 
more wooden, unmeaning and uninteresting 
misapprehension of a Shakspearean charae- 
ter I never saw. I could not avoid reflecting, 
as I viewed her scrambling and _ school-girl- 
ing through the part, upon the number of ex- 
cellent, thoroughly trained and talented ar- 
tists to whom the greatness thrust upon this 
lovely incapable would have been a god- 
send—a fitting reward for a life of toil, of 
trial, of deep study, of noble aims in art—a 
happy and deserved realization of hope long 
deferred. The Miss Smith, Jones or Robin- 
son aforenamed would be langhed or hissed 
from the stage were she to enact Rosalind in 
such an automatic or incapable manner. It

“Notwithstanding a very good crop this 
year, we have now a decided crisis in the 
rain market. The United States has square- 
y beaten us in the European market. Hence- 
forth America is to be the undisputed 
granary of the world.” ‘This is the most sic- 
nificant avowal that has ever been made by 
the Russian grain merchants, who until this 
year have sincere!y hoped and believed that 
the Czar’s eee would become the 
granary of Europe, if not of the world. In 
the last five years the control of the Euro- 
pean grain market has been quietly trans- 
ferred across the Atlantic, but the Russian 
vo dealers were not alarmed. They called 
tan accident, and brought forward par- 
ently ample reasons to explain it. hey 
pointed toalong series of short afd bad 
crops, While their trans-Atlantic friends, as 
they call the Americans, had good crops; 
they recalled the deplorable war with Tur- 
key, Which had exhausted the resources of 
the country, and finally they argued that the 
Nihilist movement, with its “crowning 
deed,”’ the killing of the Czar, had alarmed 
the country to the utmost. No wonder that, 
under such circumstances, the Russian grain 
trade had collapsed. 

But this year the Russians were apparent- 
ly prosperous. They had no war on their 
hands, the Nihilists were quiet. and the 
crops were very good. Up to August 1, they

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COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 


How the New Law Works in France. 
Jules Smoninthe Contemporary Review. 

We are now in the presence of, the first ap- 
plication of law of compulsory primary edu- 
cation. 
see it at work for the first time. I ama 
great partisan of compulsory primary educa- 
tion—probably its oldest partisan in our 
country, and certainly one of those who 
have most contributed to make it popular. 
For all that I am not clerical—far from it: I 
am of the school of Descartes, holding, with 
Deseartes, the Providence of God 
and the independence’ of human 
reason. I am as much opposed as any 
one to the interference of the clergy in poli- 
ties: I recognize what their preponderance 
would be if they became a political party; | 
am aware that we have in France an army of 
44,000 secular priests, 10.000 monks and 128,- 
ooo nuns, bound together by the ties of a 
learned and powerful heirarchy, rendered 
invincible by the unity of their head, who is 
at Home, by the unity of their creed, by the 
vow of celibacy and the vow of obedience; 
and that, besides the budget of fifty-three 
millions, the clergy receive offerings, gifts, 
and legacies, have numerous sources of reve- 
nue and considerable” property, much 
of which has been conceded and 
assigned by the State. [ = adinit 
the influence which the exercise of 
the offic:s of religion confers on the 
elerey ol the different denominations, and 
which, in the case of the Catholic clergy, is 
stiil Jurther increased by the institution of 
the sacraments and of auricular confession.

sufficient to eontine the clergy within the 

yhere of their spiritual calling. Lf some ad- 
ditional arrangements had been found neces- 
sary a imajority could have been found for 
the purpose in which more than one Catholic 
would have been included.

duty of the legislator to secure it from every 
attack and surround it with all possible rev- 
erence. ‘These views do not appear tobe in 
favor for the moment, and we seem to be 
“rried away toward a mortal encounter, but 
i am persuaded that they have the majority 
in the country, and that they will sooner or 
tater regain in Parliament. The absvlute in- 
dependence of civil society—cbsolute liberty 
of conscience, and consequently unlimited 
religious liberty—this is the ideal which we 
must set before us, in the interests alike of

Further Statements from Doctors in 
Regard to its Use. 
From the New York Mail and Express. 

“There is no doubt most lager beer we 
dr:.ik contains aloes,” said Dr. J. Hallock, 
one of the oldest and most_ experienced ho- 
meopathic physicians in the city, to a Mail 
and Express reporter this morning. “One 
pound of aloes is equal in bitterness to a ton 
of haps, and you will sig ay 4 under- 
stand what a great saving it is to the 
brewer to use the first named substance. 
Now, as regards the effects of aloes in the 
system,they are anything but beneficent. In 
the first place, it acts very eT upon the 
bowels as a cathartic, and secondly, it af- 
fects the liver, and may thus indirectly give 
tise to hemorrhoids. It is a drug that 
should be used with the utmost caution, ana 
its presence. therefore, ina beer so univer- 
Sally consumed as lager beer is unpardona- 
ble. Half the ills resulting from the con- 
sumption of this article may be attributed to 
the aloes it contains.” 

“So far you have only spoken about adul- 
terated beer, Doctor. hat do you think of 
the consuuiption of pure lager?’ 

‘l am equally opposed to it. Lager, like 
all other alcoholic beverages, should never be 
taken exce) ting medicinally—that is, when 
prescribed by a physician ior a certain pur- 
pose. ‘The purest lager made naturally con- 
tains hops, and the lupuline constituting the 
active principle of hops is in one respect a 
narcotic which physicians sometimes employ 
in lieu of opium. Over-indulgence in lager 
is consequently bound to affect the brain 
sooner or later. You will find few habitual 
lager beer drinkers—such as have been ad- 
dicted to the liquor for some length of time— 
whose mental faculties are not somewhat im- 
paired, who are not torpid and slow of com- 
prehension. ‘The breweries where most beer 
is drunk offer many examples of this. How- 
ever, I will say that, bad as over-indulgence 
in ‘ager beer may be, it is better than over- 
induigence in rum, whisky or gin. Of the 
three classes of liquor, light French wine is 
perhaps the least harmful, but I would not 
even advise the cousumption of this. LI am 
opposed on principle to every kind of alco- 
holic drink, excepting, 1 repeat, when it is 
taken as a mediciue.”’

‘The 
detection of the fraud would be too easy. 
Now, as regaras the effects on tne system of 
lager beer, about which so many physicians 
have expressed theiuselves in your columns, | 
have only to say that in Germany and Eng- 
land, tue greatest beer and aije-drinking 
countries in the world, men are far more ro- 
bust and better developed than in France, 
Spain, lta y. Belgium, and other European 
cuuntries Where beer has ouly very lately 
been introduced. ‘Talk about beer reducing 
the vitality of the Germans! Nonsense! 
Where couid one tind a more enduring, hardy 
set of men than those whv constituted tue 
German invading army during the Franco- 
Prussian war 01.187); aud to go back a few 
years earlier, dia not the Germans in the Un- 
ion arniy, lager beer drinkers though they 
were, hold their ground very oiten when 
their Anglo-Saxon brethren gave way?

A CURIOUS CAVERN. 


A Large Subterranean Lake Dis- 
covered in Newton Co., Mo. 


-— 


Blind Fish Found in Abundance--A Natural 
Curiosity. ; 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Pierce City, Mo., November 28.—A few 
. 4 
days ago I visited the farm of Mr. Wallace 
Cook, located four miles west of Pierce City, 
iu the eastern part of Van Buren township, 
Newton county, Mo. The object of my visit 
was to ascertain the depth of the cavern 
which was discovered when digging his well. 
I found Mr. Cook at home. He was in avery 
communicative mood, and soon gave mea 
history of his many efforts and failures and 
his last success in getting a well that never 
goes dry. About thirty years ago the first 
well that was dug on his farm was sunk to 
the depth of sixty feet, when late one evening 
the workmen came to a dark cavern, out of 
which air issued, accompanied by a rumbling 
noise, as that made by a passing train or dis- 
tant thunder. The workmen were frightened, 
and called to be drawn up out of the well. 
During the evening the hole was carelessly 
left uncovered, and a_ horse belonging to 
Morgan Green fell into itand was instantly 
killed. The well was thus made worthless, 
and was filled up without further discoveries. 
A second well was dug nearly 300 feet south 
of the first about fifteen years ago; but Mr. 
Cook being a poor man and unable to hire 
help, the well was frequently neglected. 
About two years later a gentleman from 
Granby, a miner, came by. Seeing the pile of 


propor- 


clay and rock, he stopped and spent part of 
the day with Mr. C. He wentdown into the 
hole, and after much examination said that 
these were good indications of mineral, and 
that he would agree to work in the well for 
half the profits, which was agreed to. Work 
was to begin on the next Monday, but the 
miner was taken sick, and died on Sunday 
evening, and the well was left to cave in. 
The third well was dug seven years ago, 
about 225 feet southeast of the first and 
1) feet east of the second. Hiring a 
man to help him, Mr. Cook commenced 
work with the determination of procuring 
water if it was possible. After digging fifty- 
nine feet through 
TOUGH CLAY AND GRAVEL 
he came to a solid limestone rock. He pro- 
cured the necessary tools for blasting and 
steadily went on with the work. Every day 
enabled him to go a foot deeper, and on the 
eleventh day an opening was made through 
into the cavern. ‘The opening was sufficient- 
ly large toadmita man. Calling for a light, 
and with a rope made fast to him, Cook care- 
fully stepped out into the cavern and 
the rushing torrent of wind, 
The flickering light cast shadows all 
around him. Step by step he pushed along 
the muddy floor. Above the rock was white 
and abrupt, and from every crevice could be 
seen golden drops glittering in the lamp- 
light. Pendants of limestone, curious and 
grotesque in figure, hung like icicles, while 
others resembling sheets of falling water 
were seen. No other attempt was ever made 
TO EXPLORE THE CAVERN. 

Mr. Cook dug down through the rock into 
a white clay and gravel and there found an 
abundance of water at a depth of eighty-sev- 
en feet. 


“What is vour opinionin regard to the ex- 
i tent of this cuvern’?” he was asked. 

‘IT believe it to be several miles in extent, 
and in many places over a hundred feet deep, 
filled with water and forming a subterranean 
lake, from which blindfish have frequently 
found their way into our wells.” 

Hie took me out into the timber some forty 
rods in a northwesterly direction from the 
house. As we were walking along I noticed 
the land in various places had been uplifted 
or depressed either by volcanic action or the 
giving way of the rock root over the sub- 
terranean lake. After further examination 
of one of the greatest of these depressions, 
which is about sixty feet deep aud 175 feet 
across, 

CAME TO THE CONCLUSION 
that it must be attributed to the falling in of 
/ the root of the subterranean lake, as all the 
surrounding country is comparatively level, 
except a few of those depressions, which 
are generally called “sink holes.” 
Other indications point to the same belief. 
Wm. Corinne, one of Mr. Cook’s neighbors, 
who lives half a mile away, has often 
found blind fish in bis well. The same kind 
of tish, usually about three inches in length, 
have been found in other wells in the vicini- 
ty. The supposition is that, as these wells 
never run dry, they are fed from the subter- 
ranean lake.

He wasno bet- 
ter, and his daughter, Mrs. Halderman, was 
summoned to his bedside, his friends fearing 
that the end was at hand. Herallied, how- 
ever, and came home to _ die. Three 
weeks ago he was confined to his 


bed, and since then he has been'sinking. He 
retained full possession of his faculties up to 
within a few moments of the end. The im- 
mediate cause of his death was liver com- 
nlaint complicated with other disorders. 
Gen. Dorriss has not been the same man 
since the tragic death of his wife at the 
hands of his grandson la-t spring. 

The shock of this tragedy on the old gentle- 
inan—he was seventy-five years old—greatly 
hastened his departure. He was born in Rob- 
ertson County, Tennessee, in 1807, and at- 
tended the Cumberland College. In 1831 he 
married Sarah Henderson, at Shawneetown, 
Ill., and a year later moved to Missouri, 
taking up his residence in the Platte pur- 
chase and there laying the foundation of the 
fortune which subsequently grew so large. 
In 1849 he was one of the Argonauts, and re- 
turned from the Pacitic Slope with largely 
increased means. n 1863 he 
again went West and established 
himself at  Halena, Montana, where 
his usual good luck attended him. For sev- 
eral years Gen. Dorriss had retired from busi- 
ness and. had been living in easy leisure at 
his magnificent mansion on the Olive Street 
road ever since. 

Some time since, feeling that death was 
coming on, Gen. Dorriss began arranging his 
affairs. Itis understood that much of his 
great estate has been disposed of by deed of 
gift to his children. is known 
that he donated the Olive street 
residence and twelve acres of 
the homestead, some time since,to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Halderman, wife of the U.S. Con- 
sultoSiam. The resirlence cost $90,000, and 
the ground is worth $2,000 per acre. Gen 
Dorriss owned the row on Olive street just 
east of Fourteenth. He owned seven of the 
nine stores in the Dorris Row, the other two 
belonging to his daughter, Mrs. Van Wisker 
and to Mr. Tom Dorriss. They are said by 
experts to be worth $22,000 apiece. There is
